Spafford street, and as he had been in 
poor health for a longtime; M» neigh- 
bors have been in the habit of .keeping 
an eye on "-Mm. and noticing if he were 
"about each day. Last Sunday he was 
■overheard in a heated argument ?with;a 
•couple of men but no attention was 
4)ald to it at the time, but when he 
failed to appear as usual Monday morn* 
4ng, his nearest neighbors began to 
wonder if he were ill or anything had 
happened^ to him., Up to noon he had 
not apoeared. His neice Miss Lottie I 
JoneB missed him and going to the | 
house looked about but did not enter. 
Mr. "Campbell: and Mr. John Brogan, 
both close neighbors, talked the matter 
.over and decided to go in and see if all 
was well. Accordingly the two^ntered 
the house and went from room to room 
but falling to see Mr. Jones they con- 
cluded that he had gone away although 
-it was a very unusual proceeding for 
him, bo locking the house they depart- 
ed, and thought no-more about it until 
they saw him get out of an auto in 
front of his home in the early part of 
the evening. He at once went into the 
house and in less than five minutes 
hurried out reporting.that his valuables 
were^ gone. 

It* now develops that he went to 
.several places about town and made 
/ the same report, and in one instance 
at least flashed a sizable roll of bills. 
This leads to the theory that what- 
ever the excitement of .Sunday may 
haye been, it was too much for the aged 

man. 

It is learned that he arose early Mon- 
day morning and without making his 
plans known to anyone went to Wau. 
kegan. Relatives from that place 
brought him home In the evening but 
when he discovered the supposed theft 
he went back to Waukegan and placed 
the matter in the hands of the States 
attorney. j 

Relatives here refused to take the 
>x x matter seriously end stoutly maintain 
\d that a searchof the house would re- 
peal the missing papers. So firm were 
ey In thin belief that when he had 
{ yt yet returned home on Wednesday 
Vernoon, his brother Riley Jones and 
_isb Lo'ttle'Jones together; with the 
village marshal, Wm. Gray, entered the 
house and in a 'short time located the 
box of papers. Miss Jones at once 
■called the Waukegan relatives on the 
phone and through/ them* learned that 
Mr. Jones had left Waukegan Tuesday 
afternoon to enter a. soldier's home. 
He is as yet unaware that his property 
wbb not stolen but was where he him- 
self had placed it previous to his de- 
parture from home.

The little fellow had gone in bathing 
Sunday afternoon with his. aunt and 
uncle who.hrid come out from Chicago 
to spend Sunday with their nephew. 
The drowning come immediately af- 
ter a big launch had passed the bathers 
and it.is supposed the undertow caused 
by the launch dragged the boy under 
because^ it was then that his uncle 
missedXhim. The uncle .-.immediately 
commended diving and after about 20 
minutes succeeded in bringing thebody 
to the surface. Every effort was made 
to resusitote the little fellow but after 
a half hour was spent all hope was 
abandoned and the coroner was notified. 
A pathetic phase of the drowning is 
that Harold was the last of the little 
family which had lived v in Chicago and 
had been happy and prosperous until 
the death'of the father about two years 
ago. Then followed the death of the 
mother and little sister last fall during 
the- flu epidemic. Thus little Harold 
Was left alone until taken into the 
family, of the Phelans. 

The Inquest was held with the verdict 
of accidental death.

in Navy Scandal 

It became known Monday a triple in- 
vestigation is now being carried- on at 
the Great Lakes Naval Training station 
by civilian and naval inteligence depart- 
ment alutiiB into the r mysterioUB disap- 
pearance- of funds which may approx- 
imate $60,900. 

;. The investigation started three weeks 
ago when it.was learned approximately 
$60,000 worth of photographic material 
and supplies was missing. ' Three chief 
petty officers were arrested by the pro- 
vost marshal .'.and questioned. They 
were, released but were notified that 
they are subject to further call. 

It was learned the graft in the pho- 
tographic department has been going 
on for nearly" a year. Provost Marshal 
McDuffie s'aid he was gathering evi- 
dence alowley and expected to produce 
evidence in a short time that may in- 
criminate several men formerly em- 
ployed in that division. 

It had been rumored around the sta- 
tion there had been something "shady" 
about this department for some time. 

A majority of the officers and men 
wno were detailed formerly to handle 
this branch of station activities • have 
now been discharged or sent to sea, but 
It was stated they .will be recalled if 
discrepancies are discovered. 

The/investigation into the $13,000 safe 
robbery of the Navy Relief society, 
which took place in April, is still "on 
the fire." 

A" Great Lakes officer Bald Monday 
it haa been discovered a civilian' in Wau- 
kegan , had for sometime been selling 
photographic material- believed to have 
been obtained from sailors. He has 
not been arrested, but'it is said investi- 
gators can place their hands on him at 
any time. 

It was said approximately fifty form- 
er Bailors /who were in the athletic 
photographic and navy relief depart- 
ments may be summoned before the 
investigation is elosed.

"Meats in Storage" 



Every working day of the year 
75,000,000 pounds of meat are required 
to supply home and export needs— and 
only 10 per cent of this is exported. - 

These facts miist.be kept in mind 
when considering: the U. S. Bureau of 
Markets report that on June 1, 1919, 
there were : 1,348,000,000 pounds of 
meats in cold storage; If the meat in 
storage was. placed on the market it 
"would only be 20 days' supply. 

This meat is not artificially withheld 
• from trade channels to maintain or 
advance prices. 

Meats in storage consist of— 

65 per cent (approximate) hams, bacon, etc, 
in process of curing. It takes 30 to 90 
days in pickle or salt to complete the 
process. 

10 per cent is frozen pork that is to be cured 
later in the year.' 

6 per cent is lard. This is only four-fifths 
of a pound per capita, and much of it will 
have to go to supply- European needs.. 

19 per cent is frozen beef and lamb, part of 
which is owned by the Government and. 
was intended chiefly for over-seas ship- . 
'ment. If this were all diverted to domes-, 
tic -trade /channels, it would be^only. . 
Wz lbs, per capita— a ,3 days* supply. 

100% 

From this it will be seen that "meats 
in storage", represent merely un- 
finished goods in process of curing'and 
the working supply necessary to assure 
the consumer a steady flow of finished 
product.

Washington, June 30.— The senate 
began consideration of the sundry civil 
appropriation bill which, as reported 
out of committee, carries provisions for 
a vigorous campaign by the depart- 
ment of Justice against anarchists. 

In addition to §300,000 as a spe- 
cial fund to be devoted to 'the round- 
ing up and deportation' of dangerous 
aliens*, the committee recommended an 
increase of from $1,400,000 to $2,000,-

Inte'restlno Accoun^of- Capture of An- 
cient City by Australian Forces 
u-Could Have Sustained . 
>.-8leflofor Months. 

Sydney, N. S. r W.— -An Interesting, if 
belated account of the capture of Da- 
mnscus by Australian forces last' Vail 
ts given by a returned. Australian sol- 
dier In the Sydney Morning Herald.^ 
!The narrative starts with the Aus- 
iTallans* advance from Tiberias and. 
• the ' subsequent encircling operations 
which resulted In the fall of Damas- 
cus Itself. 

"Leaving Tiberias behind the Aus- 
tralian' division pushed on northward 
to Lake Huleh, where they tried to 
cross the Jordan, but the enemy *hnd 
blown up the big Btone bridge, and 
nests of German machine gunners lined 
, the precipitous river banks. Up and 
down the river the patrols reconnol- 
tered, but always they were met with 
a burst of (Ire from the eastern bank. 
But the old Jordan had to be crossed, 
bo the Ten tli Light Horse, under cover, 
of darkness, forced a passage near the 
lake, while the Fourteenth Light Horse 
did the same further south.. In tho 
morning they .converged on the enemy 
from either flank, capturing a number 
of prisoners, a" few guns, and many 
. machine guns. The bulk of the enemy 
' rear guard-bolted. So once more was 
, continued the great race toward Da- 
mascus. 

Enemy Rear Guard Routed. 
••At Kuneltra tho rear guard ma- 
chine gunners were again encountered, 
' nnd once more at Sasa. At the latter 
place. there was stiff fighting, nnd we 
bad some casualties, but the last ob- 
stacle was removed, and we pushed 
pn to the great city. A 

"A^ny to the eastward we could 
see clouds of dust rising from the 
' Hedjai road. It was. the remnant of 
the Fourth" Turkish array from Aman. 
Bo, In spite of their long Btart^we 
had. made a dead-heat of It. Their 
fato was already seeded, we bad 
—-been In the saddle all tho previous aftf 
ernoon, all night, and all the morn- 
ing, but there was no 'chance ol-n 
halt -■ General Hodgson— commanding 
tho Australian division— pushed the, 
Third Light Horso'brlgade toward the 
south of the city, while he sent Gen- 
■ eral Onslow's Fifth brigade on n wide 
.. encircling sweep to; the . west and 
north of .Dumnr, with a view to block- 
ing the escape. -..V, 
"The .battle of Damascus, which fol- 
lowed will be studied in years to como 
ns the perfect example of the Influ- 
ence of morale. Napoleon said that 
morale to material. Is as three to one. 
Here one found It a. hundred to one. A 
few thousand exultant horsemen hem- 
med In and captured an army. The 
city was surrounded. The roads to 
northward: were held;- Having abun- 
dance of arms and. munitions, food and 
water, and being In such overwhelming 
numbers, they could have sustained a 
siege for months, even If they feared 
to risk battle In the. open. But their 
morale was shattered. 

"There was little light left In them. 
'A fringe of«machlnc guns nnd a few 
pieces of artillery, held off the attack- 
ers for an hour ot so. Then the ■horse- 
men broke through. . The Third Light 
Horse brigade- captured some thou- 
' sands of the Fourth Turkish army from 
Aman. 

"The Fourth . regiment entered the 
outskirts of the city, found the big bnr- 
racks w Bwarming with Turks and Ger- 
. mans. But they wouldn't fight wm 
the Victorians rounded up 10,000 or 
them and led them . away. Another 
column, several thousand strong, nee- 
" ing from theArabs, tried to escape by 
the northern road to Honln. But the 
Third Light Horse brigade started in 
pursuit, charged the rear guard or 
erman machine gunners and captured

It provided a gorgeous 
pyrotechnic display of gargantuan 
proportions. Ammunition, 
and .stores -nil fed the fire, 
up the city like moonlight. 
: "Then wo knew that the Germans 
hnd decided to swienderv .From the 
east the victorious Arabs swarmed into 
the city, yelling with ■ trlutaph , and 
blazing a veritable feu de 'Jolc In o the 
nlr.-. Turks and Germnns fought in the 
streets, then fled to the shelter of the 
gardens nnd surrendered at .dawn. . 
"Back to the Barada Gorge, the 
Fifth -brigade held the road, and a 
small proportion was nbte.toT snatch an 
hour's sleep-the first since leaving 
Kuneltra 42 hours before. 

"So fell the ancient city, nnd as our 
casualties were very small' ^called 
It a bloodless victory, but within a 
fortnight the Desert Mounted corps 
had thousands of men down with ma- 
laria; and hundreds tiled-right on the 
eve of peace. That's the pity of it

London. — Private Peters of the 
British army lived live weeks tflth a 
helpless comrade In a hole within 
thirty yards of tho German trenches. 

Their •experience Is considered the 
most remarkable of the war. It was 
in 1017, at Crolselles that the fifty 
men then remaining of Private Peters- 
company were ordered to dig In. The 
spot was a sunken road. The men had 
passed their objective nnd run Into 
their own barrage lire. They fell like 

ninepins.' ' . "* 

When Private Peters looked up from 
Ids digging 'only his captain, Jilmself 
and a comrade named Mc^ulness re- 
mained. Then the captain, whs shot 
dead and tlie comrade fatally wounded. 
Private peters' went- out for a look 
around and found a stretcher bearer 
with a shattered thigh. He hauled 
him Into the dugout. The stretcher 
bearer' had iodine and his wound was 
kept free of Infection. 

•That night two German officers 
along, but we shammed dead 



came 



and they passed on briskly, for tha 
British stuff was coming over," says. 
Peters^ -telling his story. 

"Shrapnel lodged on top of our dug- 
out; bits found their way Inside. The 
German officers stood over us the next 
night. ' But they never searched our

Each night I went out 
and took away their Iron rations hnd 
biscuits. Tho first few days we were 
short of water; then it rained everj 
day for a while and I, caught water 
In mackintosh sheets. 

"I made, a stove of a bully-beef tin, 
broken candles nnd a flannel rag, 
caught the rays of the sun with a per- 
iscope glass when It shone, and so 
lighted our- stove. 

«Wc hnd hot coffee, *»con and .beef 
cubes this way. But we soon were re- 
duced to rifle oil and wood.for fuel. 
Foo'd of Dead Gives Out. 
"The night enmc^when tho food of 
the dead soldiers outside had all been 
taken, and I went further afield,- with 
n compass. I got lost and fell over a 
German telephone wire. I, was cap- 
tured and sent to Germany,. where I 
was held until "armistice day." 

Taylor, after Peters 1 capture, was 
examined by the' Germans, who lifted 
his sound leg, but he shammed dead 
and they passed on. Then he crawled 
through 1 he German trenches, which 
were by that tlrae-,thlnly held, over tho 
barbed wire, across No Man's Land 
nnd to the British lines. 1 But his leg 
was so long unset 'that he will never 
walk right again.

Smuts Enters Protest.

The treaty was signed under tne 
watchful byes of stalwart American 
doughboys,- French Polios and British 
Tommies, the real "artlsi.ns of the 
peace" which has been slowly taking 
definite form during the long months 
of the Paris conference. _ 

Marshals and generals of the allies 
armies took the first places .on the 
benches provided for" the privileged 
iniests invited to the ceremony, but the 
15 privates from each of, the principal, 
armies stood within the inclosure re- 
served for the plenipotentiaries and 
high officials of the conference as he- 
visible sign of their role In bringing 
into being a new Europe. 

Soldiers Stand Near Foch. 
The soldiers stood In the embrasures 
of the windows overlooking the cha- 
teau park, a few feet from their com- 
mander in chief, Marshal Foch, y>ho 
was seated with the French delegation 
at the peace table. 

A change In the program was intro- 
duced as n result of the attitude taken 
by the German government, press and 
public toward the execution and bind- 
ing validity of the treaty. The Ger- 
man plenipotentiaries, Instead of be- 
ing regarded from the moment of sig- 
nature as representatives of a formally 
friendly power with which diplomatic 
relations have been renewed, left the 
hall after the signature separately by 
the door through which they entered, 
not Joining the general procession of 
delegates toniie terrace of the chateau 
to watch the playing of the great, 
fountain of Versailles. . 

Only Formality to Germans. 
For the Germans peace was regard- 
ed as concluded from the moment of 
ratification, since the German govern- 
ment had announced that It would sign 
the treaty only under protest and Ger- 
man political leaders had declared 
their Intention to work to undermine 
the provisions of the treaty.
